C. C. STORRICK DROWNED. 


Charles C. Storrick. son of Mr. and 


Mrs. William C. Storrick, of Gettys- 
burg, was drowned at Myrtle Point, 
about two hundred miles from Van- 
couvre, British Columbia, on Friday, 
according to a telegram received by 
the Good Samaritan lodge of the Ma- 
sonic Order. The telegram was sent 
by the lumber firm, Bloedel, Stuart 
and Welch, of Vancouvre, for which 
Mr. Storrick worked, and included no 
particulars of the drowning. Charles 
C. Storrick was born in Straban town- 
ship on February 7, 1SSO. After at- 
tending country school he entered 
Gettysburg Preparatory and 
subse- 


quently graduated from Gettysburg 
College in the class of 1902. 
For 


three years he taught at Gettysburg 
Preparatory School or Stevens Hall, 
as it was then known, and then spent 
two years on the faculty of the Law- 
renceville, N. J.. school, which is a 
preparatory institution for Princeton 
University. In 1907 Mr. Storrick went 
to the northwest to enter the lumber 
business and has been there ever since 
excepting from the fall of 1914 until 
the spring of 1915 when he returned 
to Gettysburg for four months visir. 
In his last letter received several clays 
ago he stated that he intended making 
another trip to Pennsylvania before 
the end of this year. He has worked 
for the past five years with Blocdsl, 
Stuart and Welch Company of Van- 
couvre. Mr. Storrick was known as a 
man of unusual strength 
and 
his 


splendid physique stood him in ^ond 
stead more than once during his 
northwest adventures. One time Mr. 
Storrick and two friends were on a 
hunting trip when a fall of rock kill- 
ed one man and crushed the foot of 
his other companion. A very compli- 
cated situation arose as they were 
many miles from civilization and the 
food was too scarce to be divided 
while Mr. Storrick went in search of 
a doctor and either man would starve 
if the other took all the rations they 
possessed. So Mr. Storrick tore a 
blanket in strips, tied the injured man 
on his back so the crushed foot would 
hung free and carried him for several 
drys through the mountains until an 
Indian village was reached. One of 
the Indians paddled the two men 
across a lake to a white settlement 
where a physician gave the necessary 
attention to the injured man. Charles 
Storrick, who was aged 39 years and 
6 months, is survived by his father 
and mother, one brother, Norman, of 
Gettysburg; two sisters, Nina, at home

| HAT is to be the fate of 


the house of Habsburg 
(or Hapsburg) ? 


Nine centuries ago the 


house of Habsburg had 
its beginning in Switzer- 
land. When the great war 


began it was the Austro-Hungurian 
empire. 
Now the head of the house 


of Hapsburg is back in Switzerland 
—an exile. 


In these days of the League of Na- 


tions, with the fate of the world hang- 
ing in the balance, probably the fu- 
ture of the house of Habsburg is of 
small moment politically. 
But his- 


torically it is a most fascinating ques- 
tion. 


For the history of Austria is unique 


in history in that It is the history of 
a family and not the history of a 
state; it is the history of a dynastic 
and not of a national power. 


It is unique also for many other 


things. 
Territorially the name Aus- 


tria was attached from about 1000 to 
1806 to an inconsiderable archduchy 
on the Danube. 
Djnastically it be- 


came connected In the thirteenth cen- 
tury with the house of Habsburg, then 
Insignificant, and its history since Is 
simply the history of that house. There 
is no Austrian nation, strictly speak- 
ing. 
There 
Is 
no 
Austrian 
lan- 


guage. 
Historically there never was 


an "emperor of Austria." > 


In the zone of perpetual conflict in 


Europe were born the two states which 
In turn were to dominate Germany— 
Austria and Prussia. 
"Austria" is 


simply the Latin form of "Oestereich— 
the "Eastern Mark" of the German 
kingdom, established by Charlemagne 
on the Danube, as its defense against 
the_Magyftr invader. 


The Importance of the house of 


Habsburg—and 
Of 
Austria—begins 


with Rudolph of Habsburg—Emperor 
Rudolph I of the Holy Roman empire. 
To go back a few generations: Gun- 
tram the Rich was a count of Alsace 
who flourished In the tenth century. 
Warner, a grandson of Guntram, be- 
came bishop of Strassburg and on an 
eminence above Windisch, 
on 
the 


banks of the Aar, in the Swiss canton 
of Aargau, built Schloss Habsburg 
(Habichtsburg, "the 
castle of vul- 


tures"). This castle 5s still standing; 
the picture shows it to be an unpre- 
tentious affair. 
Werner I, nephew of 


the builder, was the first count of 
Habsburg. 
Albert III, son of Werner 


H, Inherited extensive estates In Up- 
per Alsace and "acquired" 
several 


Swiss districts about Zurich and Lu- 
cern. 
The house vl Habsburg began 


to grow at once. 


Rudolph HI, son of Albert IV, was 


elected empercr of the Holy Roman 
empire in 1273 and thus figures m 
history as Rudolph I, Holv Roman em- 
peror. 
The Holy Roman empire, it 


has 
been 
said, was 
neither holy, 


Roman, nor an empire. 
Its original 


basis was sort of a loose union of the 
orc^n' f*f fJprminy and Italy 
Who- 


ever was accepted as king by Ger- 
many was regarded as the potential 
emperor and assumed the imperial ti- 
tle when crooned by the popo at 
Rome. 
By the sixteenth century it 


was an anachronism ; yet it persisted— 
at least in form and title—until the 
Nineteenth century 


Rudolph I was elected emperor be- 


cause his possession" wcro small and 
It was supposed he would be nn amia- 
ble figure-head. He foolod the doct- 
ors by reviving and increasing the 
powers of the imperial office-. 
More- 


over, he used the powers for the ag- 
grandizement of the house of Habs- 
burg. 
Ottocar, king of Bohemia, re- 


fused to acknowledge him and was de- 
feated and slain. 
Rudolph thereupon 


appropriated for his sons a part of 
the dominions which the Bohemian 
king had acquired, including Austria 
(then a duchy). The house of Habs- 
burg thus became the house of Aus- 
tria, and its history from this time on 
is the history of Austria. 


By marriage, by diplomacy, and by 


pressure 
the 
house 
of 
Habsburg 


plucked one by one the coronets of 
Tyrol and Carinthia (1636); Prauche- 
Conite, Flanders and the Low Coun- 
tries (1477), the crowns of Spain, Na- 
ples, Sicily and Sardinia (1516); Bo- 
hemia, including Moravia, and Hun- 
gary 
(3526). 
These 
many crowns 


were never welded into one, but were 
carefully distinguished as emblems of 
separate sovereignties, united in no 


way except by homage to a common 
ruler. 


The mixture or races under the Aus- 


trian emperors until the great w;vr 
was the most extraordinary in Europe. 
Thus when Charles VI secured inherit- 
ance to Maria Theresa by virtue of 
the Pragmatic sanction, he was "by 
election emperor of Germany; by he- 
reditary right sovereign of Hungary, 
Transylvania, Bohemia, Austria, Sty- 
ria. Carinthia, Carnlola, the Tyrol, 
the Brlsgau, and ho had recently 
obtained Naples and Sicily, the Milan- 
ese and the Netherlands." 
In modern 


times the Slavic peoples are predom- 
inant in numbers and the Germans are 
only about one-fourth of the whole; 
yet until recent years the Austrian 
power in European politics fi 
(hlefiy as a Gorman power niid 
leadership in Germany itself. 


At last Prussia rose up to proclaim 


a German nationality. Thon Austria 
was thrown out from the Germanic 
circle and found her true lovol in the 
politics of Europe. 
In 1S06 the head- 


ship of Germany was settled between 
Austria and Prussia on the field of 
Sadowa. 


This brought about the establish- 


ment of the du.il niou.irch.\ of Austrin-

ascondanoN inGeiman> Francis Joseph 
I (1^0-1916) had to submit to a re- 
arrangement of the relations of Aus- 
tria and Hungary. 
So Trancis Joseph 


was crowned .n T>fi7 emperor of Aus- 
tria and kmsi of Hungaiy at Budapest 
—tbe ruler of two sovereign states, 
each with Its own constitution legisla- 
tive bodies and system of adrunistra- 
tion, but having a joint or common 
ministry. 


Here Is why the title of "emperor 


of Austria" was an empty title, even 
before the crcat war. 
Archduke- was 


the real title of the sovereign of Aus- 
tria; he alwajs kept it, thouch he also 
called himself "emperor" 
When Na- 


poleon became supreme in w estcrn Eu- 
rope and n dictator in Germans it was 
preposterous for an Austrian arch- 
duke to bear titles which purported 
to carrj with them the rule of the 
world. 
In 1804 Francis II, head of 


the house of Habsburs*, wr.s emperor 
of the Holy Roman empire. 
He ceased 


to be king of Germany and hs formally 
renounced his elective office of emper- 
or of the Holy Roman empire. But he 
consoled himself by assuming the ti- 


tie of empeior of Austria. 
"Formally 


and lustoiicall.'v," the historians say, 
"the taking of this title was a sheer 
and shameless imposture." 


Is there a curse on the house of 


Habsburg? During the reign of Fran- 
cis Joseph the world talked much of 
such a curse, and many believed that 
It was being fulfilled. 
Certainly the 


privite life of Francis Joseph was the 
most tmcic. 
Though he reigned 63 


years and died of natural causes, the 
bund of fate was heavv on the house.

HAT Is to be tlie fate of 
the house of Habsburg 
(or Hapsburg)? 


Nine centuries ago the 
house of Habsburg had 
its beginning in Switzer­ 
land. When the great war 
began it was the Austro-Hungarian 
empire. 
Now the head of the house 
of Hapsburg is back in Switzerland 
—an exile. 


In these days of the League of Na­ 
tions, with the fate of the world hang­ 
ing in the balance, probably the fu­ 
ture of the house of Habsburg is of 
small moment politically. 
But his­ 
torically it is a most fascinating ques 
tfon. 


For the history of Austria is unique 
in history in that it is the history of 
a family and not the history of a 
state; it is the history of a dynastic 
and not of a national power. 


It is unique also for many other 
things. 
Territorially the name Aus­ 
tria was attached from about 1000 to 
1806 to an inconsiderable archduchy 
on the Danube. 
Dynastically it be­ 
came connected in the thirteenth cen­ 
tury with the house of Habsburg, then 
insignificant, and its history since Is 
simply the history of that house. There 
Is no Austrian nation, strictly speak­ 
ing. 
There 
is 
no 
Austrian 
lan­ 
guage. 
Historically there never was 
an “emperor of Austria.”' 


In the zone of perpetual conflict in 
Europe were born the two states which 
in turn were to dominate Germany— 
Austria and Prussia. 
“Austria” Is 
simply the Latin form of “Oestereich— 
the “Eastern Mark” of the German 
kingdom, established by Charlemagne 
on the Danube, as its defense against 
•the_Magydr invader. 
1 The importance of the house of 
Habsburg—and . of 
Austria—begins 
with Rudolph of Habsburg—Emperor 
Rudolph I of the Holy Roman empire. 
To go back a few generations: 
Gun- 
tram the Rich was a count of Alsace 
who flourished in the tenth century. 
Warner, a grandson of Guntram, be­ 
came bishop of Strassburg and on an 
eminence 
above 
Windisch, 
on 
the 
banks of the Aar, in the Swiss canton 
of Aargau, built Schloss Habsburg 
(Habichtsburg, 
“the castle 
of vul­ 
tures”). 
This castle is still standing; 
the picture shows it to be an unpre­ 
tentious affair. 
Werner I, nephew of 
the builder, was the first count of 
Habsburg. 
Albert III, son of Werner 
U, inherited extensive estates in Up­ 
per Alsace and 
“acquired” several 
Swiss districts about Zurich and Lu- 
cern. 
The house of Habsburg began 
to grow at once. 


RudoTph m, son of Albert IV, was 
elected emperor of the Holy Roman 
empire in 1273 and thus figures in 
history as Rudolph I, Holy Roman em­ 
peror. 
The Holy Roman empire, it 
has been 
said, 
was 
neither holy, 
Roman, nor an empire. 
Its original 
basis was sort of a loose union of the 
crowns of Germany and Italy. 
Who­ 
ever was accepted as king by Ger­ 
many was regarded as the potential 
emperor and assumed the imperial ti­ 
tle when crowned by the pope at 
Rome. 
By the sixteenth century It 
was an anachronism; yet It persisted— 
at least in form and title—until the 
Nineteenth century. 


Rudolph I was elected emperor be­ 
cause his possessions were small and 
It was supposed he would be an amia­ 
ble figure-head. 
He fooled the elect­ 
ors by reviving and increasing the 
powers of the imperial oflice. 
More­ 
over, he used the powers for the ag­ 
grandizement of the house of Habs­ 
burg. 
Ottocar, king of Bohemia, re­ 
fused to acknowledge him and was de­ 
feated and slain. 
Rudolph thereupon 
appropriated for his sons a part of 
the dominions which the Bohemian 
king had acquired, including Austria 
(then a duchy). 
The house of Habs­ 
burg thus became the house of Aus­ 
tria, and its history from this time on 
Is the history of Austria. 


By marriage, by diplomacy, and by 
pressure 
the 
house 
of 
Habsburg 
plucked one by one the coronets cf 
Tyrol and OarJnthia (1(386); Franche- 
Comte, Flanders and the Low Coun­ 
tries (1477), the crowns of Spain, Na­ 
ples, Sicily and Sardinia (1510); Bo­ 
hemia, including Moravia, and Hun­ 
gary 
(3520), 
These many crowns 
were never welded into one, but were 
carefully distinguished as emblems of 
separate sovereignties, united in no 
______________________________________________________________________ 


way except by homage to a common 
ruler. 


The mixture or races under the Aus­ 
trian emperors until the great war 
was the most extraordinary in Europe. 
Thus when Charles VI secured inherit­ 
ance to Maria Theresa by virtue of 
the Pragmatic sanction, he was “by 
election emperor of Germany ; by he­ 
reditary right sovereign of Hungary, 
Transylvania, Bohemia, Austria, Sty- 
ria, Carinthia, Carniola, the Tyrol, 
the Brlsgau, 
and he had recently 
obtained Naples and Sicily, the Milan­ 
ese and the Netherlands.” 
In modern 
times the Slavic peoples are predom­ 
inant in numbers and the Germans are 
only about one-fourth of the whole; 
yet until recent years the Austrian 
power In European politics figured 
chiefly as a German power and tooV. 
leadership in Germany itself. 


At last Prussia rose up to proclaim 
a German nationality. 
Then Austria 
was thrown out from the Germanic 
circle and found her true level In the 
politics of Europe. 
In 1SGG the head­ 
ship of Germany was settled between 
Austria and Prussia on the field of 
Sadowa. 


This brought about the establish­ 
ment of the dual monarchy of Austria- 
Hungary. 
Inasmuch as the Austrian 
emperor’s power could no longer be 
based 
on 
the 
theory 
of 
Austria’s 
ascendancy In Germany Francis Joseph 
I (1830-1910) had to submit to a re­ 
arrangement of the relations of Aus* 
tria and Hungary. 
So Francis Joseph 
was crowned in lfi07 emperor of Aus­ 
tria and king of Hungary at Budapest 
—the ruler of two sovereign states, 
each with its own constitution, legisla­ 
tive bodies and system of administra­ 
tion, but having a Joint or common 
ministry. 


Here Is why the title of “emperor 
of Austria” was an empty title, even 
before the great war. 
AYchduke was 
the real title of the sovereign of Aus­ 
tria ; he always kept it, though he also 
called himself “emperor.” 
When Na­ 
poleon became supreme in western Eu­ 
rope and a dictator in Germany, it was 
preposterous for an Austrian arch­ 
duke to bear titles which purported 
to carry with them the rule of the 
world. 
In 1804 Francis II, head of 
the house of Habsburg. was emperor 
of tlie Holy Roman empire. 
He ceased 
to be king of Germany and lie formally 
renounced his elective oillce of emper­ 
or of the Holy Roman empire. 
But he 
consoled himself by assuming tlie ti- 


tie of emperor of Austria. 
“Formally 
and historically,” the historians say, 
“the taking of this title W’as a sheer 
and shameless imposture.” 


Is there a curse on the house of 
Habsburg? During the reign of Fran­ 
cis Joseph the world talked much of 
such a curse, and many believed that 
it was being fulfilled. 
Certainly the 
private life of Francis Joseph was the 
most tragic. 
Though he reigned GS 
years and died of natural causes, the 
hand of fate was heavy on the house. 


Francis Joseph married in 18554, after 


a 
romantic 
courtship, 
Elizabeth, 
daughter of Maximilian, Duke’ of Ba­ 
varia. 
Three daughters and one son 
were born to them. In 1S07 his broth­ 
er Maximilian, emperor of Mexico, 
was executed. 
In 1SS9 the crown 
prince Rudolph committed suicide—Qr 
was assassinated—at Meyerling. 
The 
same year the Empress Elizabeth was 
assassinated by an Italian anarchist. 
And then came f • assassination on 
June 28. 1014, at Sarajevo in Bosnia, 
of the Archduke Francis Ferdinand, the 
heir apparent, and his wife. 
It was 
this assassination which formed the 
pretext 
for 
plunging 
the 
whole 
world into the great war. 


Charles, the present head of the 
House of Habsburg, was born in 1SS7. 
IJe married Princess Zita of the Bour­ 
bon house of Parma and has two 
sons. 
He is oldest son of Archduke 
Otto, the younger brother of the as­ 
sassinated Archduke Francis Ferdi­ 
nand, whose own sons were .excluded 
from the succession when he married 
Countess Sophie CJiotek, the daugh­ 
ter of a Bohemian nobleman. 
Ho 
succeeded Francis Joseph November 
21, 1910. 
He abdicated November 11, 
191 S. 


Charles and family fled to Switzer­ 
land when his empire went to smash, 
lie first occupied Wartegg castle on 
the shore of Lake Constance.

Swiss government, however, suggest­ 
ed that he remove as far as possible 
from the Austrian frontier.

TAX BOM'S. 


Harrisburg, 
Aug. 
9.—The 
State 


Highway Department today announc- 
ed that payment of the cash tax bonus 
due townships in Adams county for 
the years 1913 and 1914 has been made 
by the state treasurer. 


By Act of July 22, 19K5, known as 


the '".Jones Dirt Road Act" it was 
provided that the road tax in town- 
ships shall be collected in cash and no 
taxes shall be payable in labor or 
worked out. It was also provided that 
each township furnish a sworn annual 
report to the State Highway Depart- 
ment showing all receipts and expen- 
ditures during the past year; and a 
signed agreement showing the pro- 
posed method of -expending funds re- 
ceived from the commonwealth. This, 
together with a copy of the treasur- 
er's bond, entitled the township to re- 
ceive its share of the annual bonus, 
which was intended to cover an an- 
nual reimbursn.-ant from the State of 
50 per cent, of the total amount of 
road tax collected by the township as 
shown in the sworn statement, but 
not more than $20 per mile of town- 
ship road. 


By Act of June 3, 1915, the provi- 


sions of th'3 Act of July 22, 1913, were 
suspended until all deficiencies incur- 
red prior to the year 1915 be paid by 
the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 


During the 1919 session of the legis- 
lature, an appropriation of $1,142,049.- 
38 was made to pay in full all the de- 
ficiencies due the townships and the 
certification of this bonus to the State 
Treasurer for payment to the town- 
ships is now under way.

TOWNSHIPS TO RECEIVE 


TAX B O M S. 


Harrisburg, 
Aug. 
9.—The 
State I 
Highway Department ’today announc­ 
ed that payment of the cash tax bonus 
due townships in Adams county for 
the years 1913 and 1914 has been made 
by the state treasurer. 


By Act of July 22, 1913, known as 
the ‘“Jones Dirt Road Act*‘ it was 
provided that the road tax in town­ 
ships shall be collected in cash and no 
taxes shall be payable in labor or 
worked out. 
It was also provided that 
each township furnish a sworn annual 
report 'to the State Highway Depart­ 
ment showing all receipts and expen­ 
ditures during the pas’t year; and a 
signed agreement showing the pro­ 
posed method of expending funds re­ 
ceived from the commonwealth. This, 
together with a copy of the treasur­ 
er’s bond, entitl°d the township to re­ 
ceive its share of the annual bonus, 
which was intended to cover an an­ 
nual reimbursn. ’nt from the State of 
50 per cent, of the total amount of 
road tax collected by the township as 
shown in ‘the sworn statement, but 
not more than $20 per mile of town­ 
ship road. 


By Act of June 3, 1915, the provi­ 
sions of tlva Act of July 22. 1913, were 
suspended until all deficiencies incur­ 
red prior to the year 1915 be paid by 
the commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 
During ’the 1919 session of ’the legis­ 
lature, an appropriation of $1,142,049.- 
38 was made to pay in full all the de­ 
ficiencies due the townships and the 
certification of this bonus to the Sca'te 
Treasurer for payment to the town­ 
ships is now under way.

Bigger and Heavier Hen Fruit 


It is thought by naturalists that the 


eggs of domestic hens of the present 
day are larger and heavier by nearly a 
third than those of the hens of the 
ancients. Eggs differ a good deal in 
weight, the average weight being about 
two ounces. A good egg Is made up 
of ten parts shell, 60 parts white 
and 30 parts yolk. The white of an 
egg contains 86 per cent water. The 
shell contains about 2 per cent animal 
matter and 1 per cent of the phos- 
phates of lime and magnesia, the rest 
consisting of carbonate of lime.

Build Bird Homes. 


Birds add much to the home snr- 


roundings and are easily made neigh- 
bors If nestipg places are available.

Bigger and Heavier Hen Fruit. 


It is thought by naturalists that the 
eggs of domestic hens of the present 
day are larger and heavier by nearly a 
third than those of the hens of the 
ancients.

The 
shell contains about 2 per cent animql 
matter and 1 per cent of the phos­ 
phates of lime and magnesia, the rest 
consisting of carbonate of lime. Half 
the various specimens of snakes lay 
eggs. Instead of shell the covering of

BETTER CHICKENS IN SOUTH 


Propitious Climate Enables Owner to 


Produce Eggs to Better Advan- 


tage—Some Obstacles. 


(Prepaid by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


Increased Interest in poultry raising 


in the general farming sections of the 
South, with purchase of much better 
stock, is reported by a specialist of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture *vho recently Investigated 
the 


status and activities of Old Mother 
Hen in Alabama, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi and Texas. Producers are work- 
ing not only to supply the home mar- 
ket but eggs are also being shipped 
from Mississippi, Alabama and Texas 
to Memphis, St. Louis, New York and 
other marketing centers. 


The advantages of the South for 


poultry keeping are manifold, and in- 
clude a propitious climate, which en- 
ables the flock owner to produce eggs 
to better advantage during the winter 
season, while he also can make use 
of simpler and cheaper houses than 
can his northern associates. Further- 
more the favorable weather conditions 
In the South promote the feeding of 
green stuff to the hens practically the 
year around. 


There are certain disadvantages, too, 


such as prevalence of Insect pests, in- 
cluding mites, lice, and in some sec- 
tions mosquitoes and stick-tight fleas, 
as well as the blue bug in parts of 
Texas. 
Furthermore southern mar- 


kets are not high-paying consumers of 
locally produced eggs. This is par- 
ticularly true in the resort section of 
Florida, where for many years the 
trade has been accustomed to import 
its eggs from the North and West. It 
does not readily transfer this business 
to local producers. 
In addition the 


Flocks of Mixed Breeds Are Giving 


Way to Purebreds in South. 


southern market for eggs Is usually 
"spotted," due to fluctuations in the 
tourist traffic. 


During the heat of summer egg 


losses in the South aggregate a con- 
siderable sura, largely due to the de- 
velopment of fertile eggs. It is essen- 
tial that southern producers exert ev- 
ery effort to produce and market only 
infertile egcs in order to control this 
source of loss. A common opinion pre- 
vails that the lesrhorns arc particularly 
adaijti'il to wutlitsrn conditions, 
U 


according to the experience of the spe- 
cialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture southern poultry- 
men realize just as satisfactory re- 
sults—and in many instances more fa- 
vorable returns—from the maintenance 
of the heavier, general-purpose birds. 


A number of failures in the poultry 


business 0:1 the pait of newcomers in 
Florida, who embarked in specialized 
production of poultry products, are ex 
plained by the fact that most of them 
were unfamiliar with local conditions 
and started on too extensive a scale. 
A beginner in chicken raising in a new 
locality should always start on a small 
scale and expand his operations as he 
learns more about local conditions and 
as his returns from the business jus- 
tify. For the man who is experienced 
in poultry raising and who will adapt 
himself to new conditions readily and 
not take excessive risks, and who is 
supplied with plenty of working capi- 
tal the southern states apparently of- 
fer a fair opportunity. 


WHITE-SHELLED EGG LAYERS 


Fowls of Mediterranean Breeds Best 


Suited for This Purpose—Classed 


as Nonsitters. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


Poultry of the Mediterranean or egg 


breeds are best suited for the produc- 
tion of white-shelled eggs. 
Repre- 


sentatives of this class are bred largo 
ly for the production of eggs rather 
than for meat production. Amons: the 
populnr breeds of this class are: Leg- 
horn. Minorca, Ancona, and Anda- 
lusian. One of the outstanding char- 
acteristics of the egg breed.-, is the 
fiirr Unit they are dashed as nonsit- 
tors. That is, as a rule, they do not 
become broody and hatch their egj;s. 
When fowls of this class are kept 
artificial incubation and brooding are 
usually employed.

BETTER CHICKENS IN SOUTH 


Propitious Climate Enables Owner to 
Produce Eggs to Better Advan­ 
tage—Some Obstacles. 


(Prepaid by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Increased interest In poultry raising 
in the general farming sections of the 
South, with purchase of much better 
stock, is reported by a specialist of the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture ’vho recently investigated the 
status and activities of Old Mother 
Hen In Alabama, Louisiana, Missis­ 
sippi and Texas. Producers are work­ 
ing nort only to supply the home mai> 
ket but eggs are also being shipped 
from Mississippi, Alabama and Texas 
to Memphis, St. Louis, New York and 
other marketing centers. 


The advantages of the South for 
poultry keeping are manifold, and In­ 
clude a propitious climate, which en­ 
ables the flock owner to produce eggs 
to better advantage during the winter 
season, while he also can make use 
of simpler and cheaper houses than 
can his northern associates. 
Further­ 
more the favorable weather conditions 
In the South promote the feeding of 
green stuff to the hens practically the 
year around. 


There are certain disadvantages, too, 
such as prevalence of insect pests, in­ 
cluding mites, lice, and In some sec­ 
tions mosquitoes and Btick-tlght fleas, 
as well as the blue bug In parts of 
Texas. 
Furthermore southern m ar­ 
kets are not high-paying consumers of 
locally produced eggs. 
This is par­ 
ticularly true in the resort section of 
Florida, where for many years the 
trade lias been accustomed to import 
Its eggs from the North and West. It 
does not readily transfer this business 
to local producers. 
In addition the

Flocks of Mixed Breeds Are Giving 
Way to Purebreds In South. 


southern market for eggs Is usually 
“spotted,” due to fluctuations In the 
tourist traffic. 


During the heat of summer egg 
losses in the South aggregate a con­ 
siderable sum, largely due to the de­ 
velopment of fertile eggs. It is essen­ 
tial that southern producers exert ev­ 
ery effort to produce and market only 
Infertile eggs in order to control this 
source of loss. A common opinion pre­ 
vails that the leghorns are particularly 
adapted to southern conditions, but 
according to the experience of the spe­ 
cialists of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture southern poultry- 
men realize just as satisfactory re­ 
sults—and In many instances more fa­ 
vorable returns—from the maintenance 
of the heavier, general-purpose birds. 


A number of failures in the poultry 
business on the pai t of newcomers in 
Florida, who embarked In specialized 
production of poultry products, are ex­ 
plained by the fact that most of them 
were unfamiliar with local conditions 
and stnried on too extensive a scale. 
A beginner in chicken raising in a new 
locality should always start on a small 
scale and expand his operations as he 
learns more about local conditions and 
as his returns from the business jus­ 
tify. 
For the man who is experienced 
in poultry raising and who will adapt 
hitnself to new conditions readily and 
not take excessive risks, and who is 
supplied with plenty of working capi­ 
tal the southern states apparently of­ 
fer a fair opportunity.

In frost, as in clear 
summer weather, it lies constantly at 
the bottom ; and in snow, as in rainy 
weather, it pitches Its dwelling on the 
very mouth of the jar.

Many farmers wean pigs at six to 


seven weeks of age, when the brood 
sows have a good flow of milk and are 
capable of maintaining the young in 
excellent condition and development 
at less expense and trouble than the 
young porkers could otherwise be 
handled. Their mother's milk is one 
of the best feeds available for grow- 
ing pigs, and consequently It should 
be used to the greatest extent possi- 
ble. 


When the pigs are from six to 


seven weeks old the sow should be on 
full feed, unless for some extraordin- 
ary reason the pigs should not be 
weaned until the age of ten weeks, 
and in such instances it is preferable 
to allow them to run with their moth- 
er until they are twelve to fourteen 
weeks old. 
Where pigs are weaned 


too early serious results often attend, 
as the abrupt change in the character 
of the ration many times creates seri- 
ous double. 


Self-Feeder Is Useful. 


Where young pigs have access to 


corn, shorts, middlings, tankage, or 
fish meal, served to them cafeteria 
style in a self-feeder where they can 
eat it at their pleasure without being 
disturbed by other hogs, the young-

twelve or fourteen weeks without 
making any very radical changes in 
their daily meals by simply allowing 
them to continue on the self-service 
system. If best results are to be ob- 
tained, the pigs mufet gain continuous- 
ly and uniformly until they are ready 
for market. 
This necessitates an 


abundance of feed as well as access 
during the grazing season to such val- 
uable forage crops as alfalfa and red 
clover. 
In 
sections where these 


leguminous feeds cannot be produced, 
rye, oats, barley, cowpeas, rape, or any 
other grain or grass which will pro- 
duce good forage in the locality should 
l)e grown for hog pasture. Hogs like 
to harvest their own feed. In adfiition 
to getting the feed in the freshest pos- 
sible condition, the young shoats also 
derive benefits from the exercise in 
rustling a part of their daily diet. 


Watch Pigs Closely. 


Every hog raiser is advised to watch 


the spring pigs closely to see that they 
are on their feed; that is, that the an- 
imals have good appetites and eat 
their daily allowances of grain and 
grass with relish and avidity. If a pig 
shows indications of being "off feed" 
b!s owner should change the ration, 
using barley in place of corn and pro- 
viding as much skim milk or butter- 
milk as is available. He should also 
provide an abundance of pure, fresh 
water for the pigs as well as plenty 
of shade during the hot summer 
months. 


Freedom from lice means hog com- 


font. This can be obtained by the 
plentiful use of crude or black oil 
upon the animals as well as in their 
quarters and wallows. Natural shade 
is always'the best, but where this is 
not obtainable, temporary shelter from 
the sunny smile of Old Sol may be ob- 
tained by setting some posts to which 
crosspieces are attached about 3^ to 
4 feet from the ground so that a tera-

be constructed so that there will be 
no draft in cold weather. The front of 
the house should be so high that the 
windows or openings will allow the 
sun to shine well back into the interior 
during the winter. Burlap, unbleached 
muslin, or light-weight duck cloth may 
be used for curtrins in the front. This 
cloth should be thin enough to allow 
^\ slow circulation of air without a 
draft. This is impossible if too heavy 
a grade of duck cloth is used or if 
the cloth is oiled or painted. 


A large amount of glass in the front 


of the house makes it warm during the 
day but cold at night, as glass radiates 
heat very rapidly. Some glass, how- 
ever, is helpful in providing light when 
the curtains are closed. Some ventila- 
tion should be given in a poultry house 
even in the coldest night. It is usually 
best secured by leaving a small win- 
dow open or having muslin curtains in 
the front of the house. If the house is 
shut up tightly without any muslin cur- 
tains in the front there is a tendency 
for moisture to collect in tbe hou^e 
and condense on the rafters and other 
woodwork on frosty mornings. It is 
not necessary to close the muslin cur- 
tains in the front of the house except 
in very cold or stormy weather. 
Hens 


are protected by nature with warm 
feathers and a high body temperature 
so that they are better able to with- 
stand dry, cold air than warmer air 
which is damp.

ble. 


When the pigs are from six to 
seven weeks old the sow should be on 
full feed, unless for some extraordin­ 
ary reason the pigs should not be 
weaned until the age of ten weeks, 
and in such instances it is preferable 
to allow them to run with their moth­ 
er until they are twelve to fourteen 
weeks old. 
Where pigs are weaned 
too early serious results often attend, 
as the abrupt change in the character 
of the ration many times creatcs seri­ 
ous trouble. 


Self-Feeder Is Useful. 


Where young pigs have access to 
corn, shorts, middlings, tankage, or 
fish meal, served to them cafeteria 
style in a self-feeder where they can 
eat it at their pleasure without being 
disturbed by other hogs, the young­ 
sters can be ‘weaned at the age of 


Shutter Should Be So Construct«! 


That There Will Be No Draft In 
Cold Weather-Glass Front It 
Quite» Helpful.

The back and sides of the poultry 
house should be absolutely tight in 
order to prevent drafts which may 
cause colds in the flock. This leaves 
only the front of the house of muslin 
construction or entirely 
open.

shutter may be used to advantage in 
the rear wall of a poultry house in the 
South, or in growing houses in all 
parts of this country, but this should

twelve or fourteen weeks without 
making any very radical changes in 
their daily meals by simply allowing 
them to continue on the self-service 
system. If best results are to be ob­ 
tained, the pigs must gain continuous­ 
ly and uniformly until they are ready 
for market. 
This necessitates 
an 
abundance of feed as well as access 
during the grazing season to such val­ 
uable forage crops as alfalfa and red 
clover. 
In 
sections 
where 
these 
leguminous feeds cannot be produced, 
rye, oats, barley, cowpeas, rape, or any 
other grain or grass which will pro­ 
duce good forage In the locality should 
be grown for hog pasture. 
Hogs like 
to harvest their own feed, in addition 
to getting the feed in the freshest pos­ 
sible condition, the young shoats also 
derive benefits from the exercise in 
rustling a part of their daily diet. 


Watch Pigs Closely. 


Every hog raiser is advised to watch 
the spring pigs closely to see that they 
are on their feed; that is, that the an­ 
imals have good appetites and eat 
their daily allowances of grain and 
grass with relish and avidity. If a pig 
shows indications of being “off feed” 
his owner should change the ration, 
using barley In place of corn and pro­ 
viding as much skim milk or butter­ 
milk as is available. 
He should also 
provide an abundance of pure, fresh 
water for the pigs as well as plenty 
of shade during the hot summer 
months. 


Freedom from lice means hog com­ 
fort. This 
can be obtained by the 
plentiful use of crude or black oil 
upon the animals as well as In their 
quarters and wallows. Natural shade 
is always the best, but where this is 
not obtainable, temporary shelter from 
the sunny smile of Old Sol may be ob­ 
tained by setting some posts to which 
crosspieces are attached about 3% to 
4 feet from the ground so that a tem­ 
porary roof of straw or grass may be 
provided for the protection of the hogs. 


An Open-Front Poultry House Keeps 


Hens Healthy. 


be constructed so that there will be 
no draft in cold weather. The front of 
the house should be so high that the 
windows or openings will allow the 
sun to shine well back into the interior 
during the winter. Burlap, unbleached 
muslin, or light-weight duck cloth may 
be used for curtains In the front. This 
cloth should be thin enough to allow 
slow circulation of air without a 
draft. This is impossible if too heavy 
a grade of duck cloth is used or if 
the cloth is oiled or painted. 


A large amount of glass in the front 
of the house makes it warm during the 
day but cold at night, as glass radiates 
heat very rapidly. 
Some glass, how­ 
ever, Is helpful in providing light when 
the curtains are closed. Some ventila­ 
tion should be given In a poultry house 
even in the coldest night. It is usually 
best secured by leaving a small win­ 
dow open or having muslin curtains in 
the front of the house. If the, house is 
shut up tightly without any muslin cur­ 
tains in the front there is a tendency 
for moisture to collect in the house 
I and condense on the rafters and other 
woodwork on frosty mornings. 
It is 
not necessary to close the muslin cur­ 
tains in the front of the house except 
in very cold or stormy weather. Hens 
are protected by nature with warm 
feathers and a high body temperature 
so that they are better able to with­ 
stand dry, cold air than warmer air 
which is damp.

Nine centuries ago the 
house of Habsburg had 
its befrinning in Switzer- 
land. When the groat war 
began It was tlie Austro-Ilungiirian 
empire. 
Now the head of the house 
of Hapsburg is back In Switzerland 
—an exile. 


In these days of the League of Na- 
tions. Willi the fate of the world hang- 
ing in the balance, probably the fu- 
ture of the house of Habsburg is of 
small moment politically. 
But 
his- 
torically it is a most fascinating ques- 
tion. 


For the history of Austria Is unique 
In history In tliat it is the history of 
a family and not the history of a 
state; it is the history of a dynastic 
and not of a national power. 


It is unique also for many 
other 
things. 
Territorially the name Aus- 
tria was attached from about 1000 to 
ISOG to an inconsiderable archduchy 
on the Danube. 
Dynastlcally It be- 
came connected in the thirteenth cen- 
tury with the house of Habsburg, then 
Insignificant, and its history since is 
simply the history of that house. There 
is no Austrian nation, strictly speak- 
ing, 
There 
is 
no 
Austrian 
lan- 
guage. 
Historically there never wa« 
an "emperor of Austria."^ 


In the zone of perpetual conflict In 
Europe were born the two states which 
In turn were to dominate Germany— 
Austria 
and 
Prussia, 
"Austria" 
Is 
simply the Latin form of "Oestereich— 
the "Eastern Mark" of the German 
kingdom, established by Charlemagne 
on the Danube, as its defense against 
the Magyár invader. 
1 'llie "importance of the house of 
Habsburg—and • of 
Austria—begins 
with Rudolph of Habsburg—Emperor 
Rudolph I of the Holy Roman empire. 
To go back a few generations: 
Gun- 
tram the Rich was a count of Alsace 
who flourished in the tenth century. 
Warner, a grandson of Guntram. be- 
came bishop of Strassburg and on an 
eminence 
above 
WIndlsch, 
on 
the 
banks of the Aar, in the Swiss canton 
of 
Aargau. built 
Schloss 
Habsburg 
(Hablchtsburg. 
"tlie 
castle 
of 
vul- 
tures"). 
This castle is still standing; 
the picture shows it to be an unpre- 
tentious affair. Werner I, nephew of 
the builder, was the first count of 
Habsburg. 
Albert HI. son of Werner 
H. Inherited extensive estates in Up- 
per 
Alsace 
and 
"acquired" 
several 
Swiss districts about Zurich and Lu- 
cem. 
The house oi Habsburg began 
to gi'ow at once. 


Rudolph m . son of Albert TV, was 
elected empercr of the Holy Roman 
empire In 1273 and thus 
figures 
in 
history as Rudolph I. Holy Roman em- 
peror. 
The Holy Roman empire, it 
has 
been 
said, 
was 
neither 
holy, 
Roman, nor an empire. 
Its original 
basis was sort of a loose union of the 
crowns of Germany and Italy. 
Who- 
ever was accepted as king by Ger- 
many was regarded as the potential 
emperor and assumed the Imperial ti- 
tle when 
crowned by the pope 
at 
Rome. 
By the sixteenth century It 
was an anachronism; yet it persisted— 
at least in form and title—until the 
nineteenth century, 


Rudolph I was elected emperor be- 
cause his possessions were small and 
It was supi)osed he would be an amia- 
ble 
figure-head. 
He fooled the elect- 
ors by reviving and increasing 
the 
powers of the imperial ofllco. 
More- 
over, he used the powers for the ag- 
grandiz^ement of the Jiouse of Habs- 
burg. 
Ottocar, king of Bohemia, re- 
fused to acknowledge him and was de- 
feated and slain. 
Rudolph thereirpon 
appropriated for his sons a part of 
the dominions which the BoheuJlan 
king had acquired, including Austria 
(then a duchy). 
The house of Habs- 
burg thus became the house of Aus- 
tria, and Its history from this time on 
Is the history of Austria. 


By marriage, by diplomacy, and by 
pressure 
the 
house 
of 
Habsburg 
plucked one by one the coronets of 
Tj-rol and OarJnthIa (1636); Franche- 
Conite, Flanders and the Low Coun- 
tries (1477), the crowns of Simln, Na- 
ples, Sicily and Sardinia (1510) ¡ Bo- 
hemia, including Moruvia, and Hun- 
gary 
(1520), 
These 
many 
crowns 
were never welded into one, but were 
carefully distinguished as emblems of 
separate sovereignties, united In no 
rft 


way except by homage to a common 
ruler. 


The mixture or races under the Aus- 
trian emperors until the great war 
was the most extraordinary in Europe. 
Thus when Charles VI secured inherit- 
ance to Maria Theresa by virtue of 
the Pragmatic sanction, he was "by 
election emperor of Germany ; by he- 
reditary right sovereign of Hungary, 
Transylvania, Bohemia, Austria, Sty- 
rla, 
Carinthla, 
Carnlola. the 
Tyrol, 
the 
Brlsgau, 
and 
he 
had 
recently 
obtained Naples and Sicily, the Milan- 
ese and the Netherlands." 
In modem 
times the Slavic peoples are predom- 
inant in numbers and the Germans are 
only about one-fourth of the whole; 
yet until recent years the 
Austrian 
power 
in "European politics 
figured 
chiefly as a Gerjuan power and tooV. 
leadership in Germany itself. 


At last Prussia rose up to proclaim 
a German nationality. 
Then Austria 
was thrown out from the Germanic 
circle and found her true level in the 
politics of Europe. 
In 1800 the head- 
ship of Germany was settled between 
Austria and Prussia on the field of 
Sadowa. 


This brought about the 
establish- 
ment of the dual monarchy of Austria- 
Hungary. 
Inasmuch as the Austrian 
emperor's power could no longer be 
based 
on 
the 
theory 
of 
Austria's 
ascendancy in Germany Francis Joseph 
I (1S80-1Ü10) had to submit to a re- 
arrangement of the relations of AuS' 
tria and Hungary, 
So Francis Joseph 
was crowned in lfi07 emperor of Aus- 
tria and king of Hungary at Budapest 
—the ruler of two sovereign states, 
each M'lth Its own constitution. legisla- 
tive bodies and system of administra- 
tion, but having a joint or common 
ministry. 


Here Is why the title of "emperor 
of Austria" was an empty title, even 
before the great war. 
AYchduko was 
the real title of the sovereign of Aus- 
tria ; he always kept it, though he also 
called himself "emperor." 
AVhen Na- 
poleon became supreme In western Eu- 
rope and a dictator Jn Germany, it was 
j)repostej'ous for an Austrian 
arch- 
duke to bear titles \vliich purported 
to carry with them the rule of the 
world. 
In 1804 Francis II, head of 
tJie house of Habsburg. was emperor 
of tlie Holy Komun em]jlre. 
He ceased 
to be king of Germany and lie formally 
renounced his elective olllce of eiiiper- 
or of tlie Holy Boniun en3i)lre. 
But he 
consoled himself by assuming the tl-

tie of emperor of Austria. 
"Formally 
and historically" the historians say, 
"the taking of this title was a sheer 
and shameless Imposture." 


Is there a curse on the house of 
Habsburg? 
During the reign of Fran- 
cis Joseph the world talked much of 
such a curse, and many believed that 
it was being fulfilled. 
Certainly the 
private life of Francis Joseph was the 
most tragic. 
Though he reigned OS 
years and died of natural causes, the 
hand of fate was heavy on the house. 


Francis Joseph married In 1S54, after 
a 
romantic 
courtship, 
Elizabeth, 
daughter of Jilaxinilllan, Duke' of Ba- 
varia. 
Three daughters and one son 
were born to them. In 1SG7 his broth- 
er 
Maximilian, emperor 
of 
Mexico, 
was executed. 
In 1SS9 the 
crown 
prince lludolph committed suicide—Qr 
was ai^sasslnated—at Meyerling. 
The 
same year the Empress Elizabeth was 
assassinated by an Italian anarchist.

He abdicated November 11, 
lOlS.

bolshevists had entered the city. 


"The first thing the bolshevlsts did 
was to loot the town, and then they 
organized their government. 
At the 
head they placed the most cruel and 
outspoken of their leaders. They then 
appointed committees, one of them tho 
so-called extraordinary committee on 
investigation. 


The judges, the aldermen, the coun- 
cilmen and other leading citizens—• 
that is, those who had not been ah\& 
to 
escape—were 
promptly 
arrested,, 
and all of those who were known to 
be against bolshevism or were sus- 
pected were taken that night into the 
public square and 
executed. 
They 
were denied trial of any sort. 


"I talked with .a woman 
teacher: 
The bolsheviks lined up all the boys, 
the little ones as well, and questioned 
them as to their sympathies. All who* 
were not killed were put to work of 
the most menial kind, 


"The school girls were ordered to 
serve in the barracks, the reds curs- 
ing and beating those not blessed with 
good looks. 
As for the good-looking 
girls, to use the words of their former 
teacher, they 'suffered Insults of the 
most horrible nature.' 


Many Hostages Held. 


"They also named many 
hostages 
and after subjecting them to the most 
horrible treatment 
killed them 
and 
threw the bodies into the river. 


"Kguan is a city of perhai^s 35,000 
'people. 
The bolsheviks murdered at 
one time more than 1,500 citizens of 
the place. 


"In Bugulma a large number of men 
were thrown into the hold of a bargy 
in the river at night. 
There v/ere 00 
persons In the hold, among them Mme. 
Sophia liedrofskaka, the principal of 
fho girls' high school. 


"The barge was towed a long dis- 
tance .down the river and during the 
voj'age nine prisoners were ordered 
to the deck and none ever returned, 
nor had any of them been heard from 
up to the time I left for America."

Highway Department 'today announc- 
ed that payment of the cash tax bonus 
due townships in Adams county for 
the years 1913 and 1914 has been made 
by the state treasurer. 


By Act of July 22, 1913. known as 
the '"Jones Dir't Road Act*' it wn<i 
provided that the road tax in town- 
ships shall be collected in cash and no 
taxes shall be payable in labor 
or 
worked out. 
It was also provided that 
each township furnish a sworn annual 
naport "to the State Highway Depart- 
ment showing all receipts and expen- 
ditures during the pas't year; and a 
signed agreement showing the 
pro- 
posed method of -sxpending funds re- 
ceived from the commonwealth. This, 
together with a copy of the treasur- 
er's bond, entifl'^d the township to re- 
ceive its share of the annual bonus, 
which was intended to cover an an- 
nual reimbursn-.Mit from the State of 
50 per cent, of the total amount of 
road tax collected by the township as 
shown in 'the sworn s'latement. but 
not more than $20 per mile of town- 
ship road. 


By Act of June 3. 1915, the provi- 
sions of th'3 Act of July 22. 1913, were 
suspended until all deficiencies incur- 
red prior to the year 1915 be paid by 
the commonwealth 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
DuHng 'the 1919 session of 'the legis- 
lature, an appropriation of $1,142,049.- 
38 was made to pay in full all the de- 
ficiencies 
due the townships and the 
certification of this bonus to the Sca'te 
Tnaasurer for payment to the town- 
ships is now under way.

Bigger and Heavier Hen Fruit. 


It is thought by naturalists that the 
eggs of domestic hens of the present 
day are larger and heavier by nearly a 
third than those of the hens of the 
ancients. Eggs differ a good deal in 
weight, the average weight being about 
two ounces, A good egg is made up 
of ten parts shell, OU parts 
white 
and 30 parts yolk. The white of an 
egg contains 86 per cent water. The 
shell contains about 2 per cent animql 
matter and 1 per cent of the phos- 
phates of lime and magnesia, the rest 
consisting of carbonate of lime. Half 
the various specimens of snakes lay 
eggs. Instead of shell the covering of 
the egf is a tough, white, leathern sub- 
stanc«.

BETTER CHICKENS IN SOUTH 


Propitious Climate Enables Owner to 
Pr(?duce Eggs to Better Advan- 
tage—Some Obstacles. 


(Prepavid by tho United States Depart- 
ment of AETTiculture.) 


Increased interest In poultry ri^lslng 
in tlie general farming sections of the 
South» with purchase of much better 
stock. Is reported by a specialist of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture 'vho recently investigated 
the 
status and activities of Old Mother 
Hen In Alabama, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi and Texas. Producers are work- 
ing not only to supply the home mai> 
kot but eggs are also being shipped 
from Mississippi, Alabama and Texas 
to Memphis, St. Louis, New York and 
other marketing centers. 


The advantages of the South for 
poultry keeping are manifold, and in- 
clude a propitious climate, which en- 
ables the flock owner to próduce eggs 
to better advantage during the winter 
season, while he also can make use 
of simpler and cheaper houses than 
can his northern associates. 
Further- 
more the favorable weather conditions 
in the South promote the feeding of 
green stuff to the hens practically the 
year around. 


There are certain disadvantages, too, 
such as prevalence of Insect pests, in- 
cluding mites, lice, and in some sec- 
tions mosquitoes and stick-tight fleas, 
as well as the blue bug In parts of 
Texas. 
Furthermore southern 
mar- 
kets are not high-paying consumers of 
locally produced eggs. 
This Is par- 
ticularly true In the resort section of 
Florida, where for many years the 
trade has been accustomed to import 
its eggs from the North and West. 
It 
does not readily transfer this business 
to local producers. 
In addition the 


Flocks of Mixed Breeds Are Giving 
Way to Purebreds in South, 


southern market for eggs is usually 
"spotted." due to fluctuations in the 
tourist traffic. 


During the heat of summer egg 
losses In the South aggregate a con- 
siderable sum, largely due to the de- 
velopment of fertile eggs. It is essen- 
tial that southern producers exert ev- 
ery effort to produce and market only 
Infertile eggs in order to control this 
source of loss. A common opinion pre- 
vails that the leghorns are particularly 
adapted to southern conditions, but 
according to the experience of the spe- 
cialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture southern poultry- 
men realize just as satisfactory re- 
sults—and in many instances viore fa- 
vorable rciurns—from the maintenance 
of the heavier, general-purpose birds. 


A number of failures in tlie poultry 
business on the pait of newcomers in 
Florida, who embarked in specialized 
production of poultry products, are ex- 
plained by the fact that most of them 
were unfamiliar with local conditions 
and started on too extensive a scale, 
A beginner In chicken raising in a new 
locality should always start on a small 
scale and expand his operations as he 
learns more about local conditions and 
as his returns from the business jus- 
tify, For the man who is experienced 
in poultry raising and who will adapt 
himself to new conditions readily and 
not take excessive risks, and who Is 
supplied with plenty of working capi- 
tal the southern states apparently of- 
fer a fair opportunity.

Many farmers wean pigs at eix to 
seven weeks of age, when the brood 
sows have a good flow of milk and are 
capable of maintaining the young in 
excellent condition and development 
at less expense and trouble than the 
young porkers 
could 
otherwise 
be 
handled. 
Their mother's milk is one 
of the best feeds available for grow- 
ing pigs, and consequently it should 
be used to the greatest extent possi- 
ble- 


When the pigs are from six to 
seven weeks old the sow should be on 
full feed, unless for some extraordin- 
ary reason the pigs should not b6 
weaned until the age of ten weeks, 
and In such instances it is preferable 
to allow them to run with their moth- 
er until they are twelve to fourteen 
weeks old. 
AVhere pigs are weaned 
too early serious results often attend, 
as the abrupt change in the character 
of the ration many times creates seri- 
ous trouble. 


Self-Feeder Is Useful. 


Wliere young pigs have access to 
corn, shorts, middlings, tankage, or 
fish meal, served to them cafeteria 
style in a self-feeder where they can 
eat it at their pleasure witliout being 
disturbed by other hogs, the young-

Ventilation Is Essential to Health

Shutter 
Should

The back and sides of the poultry 
house should be absolutely tight in 
order to prevent drafts which may 
cause colds in the flock. This leaves 
only the front of the house of muslin 
construction or 
entirely 
open. 
An 
opening which can be closed by a 
shutter may be used to advantage in 
the rear wall of a poultry house in the 
South, or in growing houses in all 
parts of this country, but this should 


igs Getting Their Dinner at a Self- 


Feeder. 


twelve or fourteen weeks 
without 
making any very radical changes in 
their dally meals by simply allowing 
them to continue on the self-service 
system. If best results are to be ob- 
tained, the pigs must gain continuous- 
ly and uniformly until they are ready 
for market. 
This 
necessitates 
an 
abundance of feed as well as access 
during the grazing season to such val- 
uable forage crops as alfalfa and red 
clover. 
In 
sections 
where 
these 
leguminous feeds cannot be produced, 
rye, oats, barley, cowpeas, rape, or any 
other grain or grass which will pro- 
duce good forage in the locality should 
be grown for hog pasture. 
Hogs like 
to harvest their own feed. In adftltion 
to getting the feed in the freshest pos 
sible condition, the young shoats also 
derive benefits from the exercise in 
rustling a part of their daily diet. 


Watch Pigs Closely. 


Every hog raiser Is advised to watch 
the spring pigs closely to see that they 
are on their feed; that Is, that the an- 
imals have good appetites and eat 
their dally allowances of grain and 
grass with relish and avidity. If a pig 
shows indications of being "off feed" 
his owner should change the ration, 
using barley in place of corn and pro- 
viding as much skim milk or butter- 
milk as is available. 
He should also 
provide an abundance of pure, fresh 
water for the pigs as well as plenty 
of 
shade 
during the hot 
summer 
months. 


Freedom from lice means hog com- 
foBt. This 
can be obtained by the 
plentiful use of crude or black oil 
upon the animals as well as In their 
quarters and wallows. Natural shade 
Is always the best, but where this is 
not obtainable, temporary shelter from 
the sunny smile of Old Sol may be ob- 
tained by setting some posts to whicli 
crosspleces are attached about 
to 
4 feet from the ground so that a tem- 
porary roof of straw or grass may be 
provided for the protection of the hogs, 


An Open-Front Poultry House Keeps 


Hens Healthy. 


be constructed so that there will be 
no draft in cold weather. The front of 
the house should be so high that the 
windows or openings will allow the 
sun to shine well back into the interior 
during the winter. Burlap, unbleached 
muslin, or light-weight duck cloth may 
be used for curtains In the front. This 
cloth should be tliin enough to allow 
slow circulation of air without a 
draft. This is Impossible if too heavy 
a grade of duck cloth is used or if 
the cloth is oiled or painted. 


A large amount of glass in the front 
of the house makes it warm during the 
day but cold at night, as glass radiates 
heat very rapidly. 
Some glass, how- 
ever, is helpful in providing light when 
the curtains are closed. Some ventila- 
tion should be given in a poultry house 
even in the coldest night. It is usually 
best secured by leaving a small win- 
dow open or having muslin curtains in 
the front of the house. If the, house is 
shut up tightly without any muslin cur- 
tains in the front there Is a tendency 
. for moisture to collect in the house 
! and condense on the rafters and other 
woodwork on frosty mornings. 
It is 
not necessary to close the muslin cur- 
tains in the front of the house except 
in very cold or stormy weather. 
Hens 
are protected by nature with warm 
feathers and a high body temperature 
so that they are better able to with- 
stand dry, cold air than warmer air 
which is damp.
